After the shooting of Foster a 
March of bis premises was instituted, 
nod the ark of the covenant, a rudely 
constructed box with hoodoo designs 
on and within it. was found. When It 
was touched by the searebers th-' ne- 
groes were greatly terriiled, and de- 
clared ^at but one had advanced far 
enough 'im lay handa on th^ «acred 
box. The members of the church, 
known as princes, held regular meet- 
ings, at whidi Smith presided with 
the designation of "king." 

The following is an exact copy from 
the minutes of a meeting held ou the 
Foster plantation, showing how busi- 
ness was carried on and the enmity 
that existed between Smith and his 
followers and the chief of police of 
Ihreveport and Foster, the murdered 
man: "The royal archive of the king- 
dom of Ood met in supreme council. 
Bang Dark Was the Night.' Opened 
by reading the thirty-second chapter 
Of Isaiah. After F. K, Smith, the king, 
announced the meeting, he stated that 
bo was advised ot Ood to call th« 
princes together in council to decide 
what should be done with the chief of 
police and his force for interfering 
With the king of the Church of God in 
Bbreveport Prince Webb being the 
flrat to arise said he was in favor of 
demanding six months' affliction upon 
the chief. Prince Hicks said he was 
in favor of the same; also Prince Mc- 
Land; also Prince Johnson; also 
Prince Edwards. All concurred de> 
manding six months' affliction on 
Chief Lake of Rhreveport. Next case 
was the rockers of the building. The 
case was decided: Ail that ro<k the 
building must be punished with death 
within four days. ▲ complaint was 
taken against J. M. Foster that he 
should be tormented until he gave 
consent (hat all lateta tear* the 
place." 

Before h? was lynched Smith con- 
fessed that be bad loaded the gun 
with which Foster was killed. Many 
letters of an Incendiary character 
written by Smith and Lis gang have 
been found. The discovery of tlicse 
•▼^4fnce8 of cooapiracy led to the 
Ijrachlnv. Sberifl 'Thompson of Bos- 
sier made no attempt to interfere in 
view of the supreior numbers of the 
mob.

While Mr. Shepard was away 
quite a distance from bis mine at Ba- 
topolad he was shot at by a Mexican 
in ambush, the bullet grazing his head.

A Brave French Soldier. 

Washington. June 20. — Information 
has reached the Frenc h emlmssy hcie 
that by a decision of the government 
of June 3 a French corporal has been 
decorated with a gold medal of the 
second class for an act of heroism 
toward two American soldiers during 
the campaign in China, The recipi- 
ent is Corporal Daburon, a bugler of 
the Sixteenth regiment ot colonial in- 
fantiT> While the allied foreea were 
marching on Peking, and Just after 
they had taken Yang Tsun, two Amer- 
ican soldiers fell into the Pel rlv< r. 
At the risk of his life the Frenchman 
Jumped Into the stream and succeeded 
la rescuing both of the Americans. 

Chinese Troops Used. 
Tien Tain, Juno SO.— Chinese troops, 
with the permission of the allied 
forces, are occupying several small 

places In the neighborhood ot Yang- 
tsun, recently vacated by the foreign 
troops. Oeneral Lome Campbell says 
the delinquents In tbe recent difficul- 
ties between soldiers of the allies will 
be severely punished. Similar trou- 
bles are nut likely to occur again. 
General Voyron, the French com- 
mander, has heartily co-operated with 
the British commander, and It is de- 
termined, BO far as the French are 
eoBoomod, that order shall be maln- 
talaod.

Kcw York, June l'O All ''ae paitlos 
to the Keller-Barker case were in 
court In Jersey City promptly. Pre- 
vious to the resumption of Uie trial 
of Thomas O. Barker for the shooting 
of the Rev. John Keller there was a 
whispered conference between Judge 
Blair and the lawyers In the case, the 
subject of which was understood to be 
the publication in several papers of 
this city and New .leisey of what pur- 
ported to lie a sworn statement by 
Mrs. Barker of the alleged assault 
upon her by Mr. Keller. April 19, 1809, 
and which constituted, as alleged, the 
Justification for tbe attempt upon Kel- 
ler's life In February of this year. 

C'<iunty I'rosei utor ICrwln opened 
the proceedings by addressing tli<' 
court and stating that the published 
story of Mrs. Barker bod been brought 
to bis attention, and be hoped the 
court would take such action as it 
de»'med wise in ttie matter. The coim- 
ty luosecutor said to make sue li a 
statement at such a time was a .viola- 
tion of the line of conduct that bad 
been laid down by the courts in such 
cases as the one pending. 

Mr. Van Winkle, counsel for Bar- 
ker, replied that so far as any con- 
tempt was concerned, tbe press might 
be disciplined as the court pleased. 
Mrs. Barker, he said, had many 
friends. She was not on trial, and 
her friends had the right to publish 
anything they saw fit. Personally, ho 
and his partner. Mr. Wall, and Mr. 
Parker bad nothing to do with the 
publication. The court had power to 
do with the matter in its charge to th" 
jury as it saw fit. Judge Blair said 
he would talk to the jury when the 
proper time came. He continued: 
"There can be no doubt of the motive 
of the publication at this time. The 
( t)urt will make a rigid investigation 
of this reprehensible act at the proper 
time, and it will be thorough." 

Mrs. Louisa Oermond. with whom 
Mrs. Barker baa been living ever since 
tbe shooting, was the firat witness 
called. Miss Oermond said she had 
seen Barker every day while in her 
house for two weeks before the shoot- 
ing. He appeared much worried and 
could not read. Robert Warner and 
Frank *H. Bennett, superintendent of 
the Cable company, had testified thnt 
they knew Barker as a quiet and 
peaceable man. Lawyer Winkle heie 
said that the defense closed Its case 
No attempt waa made to present Mrs. 
Barker's story of the alleged assault 
in tbe form of a hypothetical question 
to an insanity expert, aa had been re- 
ported would be done. 

The Rev Mr. Keller was called to 
the stand in rebuttal. He said that 
on tbe morning of the shooting as he 
passed along the east side of Meat li 
street, Arlington, he did not see Mar- 
ker or say to him "Good morning." 
This waa objected to by the defense, 
but the court overruled tbe objection. 
Mr. Keller then denied that be had 
seen Barker before be was shot, or 
that Barker had said "You damned 
villain. y(}u outraged my wife." 

"Diti you ev( r outraRe .Mrs, Barker 
or attempt to do so?" asked Prosecu- 
tor Brwin. The defense objected to 
this question, and Judge Blair sus- 
tained the objection. 

"Did you ever borrow $S;< from Mrs. 
Barker?" the witness was then asked. 
"1 did not." be replied. 

Mr. Keller said be had paid money 
to Mrs. Barker, but It was because of 
threatening letters sent by Barker, 
and not because he owed anythiug. 
The minister then denied that Mrs. 
Barker left the church because of an 
assault upon her. He said he knew 
tke reason, but on objection by the 
defense he was not allowed to tell 
what it was. 

Mra. SaLda. with whom Keller 
boarda, sad other wltBeiaea testified 
that among many Mrs. Barker's repu- 
tation for trith and veracity was bad. 
Mr. William R. Fisher, an expert on 
mental diseases, testified that Barker 
waa SMM at tbe time of tho shooting. 



Jessie Morrison Trial.

Complete arrangem<>nt8 have been 

made for the Good Roads State conven- 
tion, to be held in Loniaville June 27 and 
28. Aa Gov. BfOkhMi, by proeiamation, 
has asked the County Judges and Mayors 
to appoint delegate^/ a very large attend- 
ance ia expected. All the railroads with- 
in 200 miles of Louisville will give a one- 
fare rate to tbe convention, so tbe trip 
can be made at tbe least expense. Tbe 
conventiona held elaewhere in the South 
have drawn large crowds, in addition to 
the delegates. 

Preaident Moore, of the National Good 
Roeda Aaaodetion, will have charge of 
the road making. He ha» with him a 
fk>rce of tbe Uueat road engineers in tbe 
world, end theee will ahow how to build 
the best and cheapest roads, and how to 
keep them properly in repair. As the 
great majority of the 1S5,000 miles of 
roads in this State cannot be macadam- 
ized, a mile of modern earth road will be 
constructed that can be kept in order 
the whole year round. While these 
dirt roads are not equal to turnpikes 
when properly constructed, they make 
good thoronghfarea end are eaaily kept 
in order, and at email expenae. The 
building of gravel and macadam roads 
will alao be shown after tbe best plans. 

One of the intereeting features of the 
convention will be the exhibition of road- 
making machinery. There are eight car 
loada o/* theee toola, end they will be 
handled by experts. The use of oil to 
lay dust will be illustrated by practical 
testa, and the proper Uad ot diain pipe* 
shown. 

The machinery and the delegates are 
carried free by tbe Hlinois Central rail- 
road, which ia helping the good roads 
movement. 

The roads to be oonatrwcted will be 
made after the beat plana, anch aa have 
been deviaed after long experience by 
road engineers in every part of the world. 

The Kational Good Roada Aaaociation 
haa been tea yean in trowing to ita 
present position of power and useful- 
n as. It tirst built good roada at tbe 
World's Fair, and ainoe then baa held 
conventions in every part of the' United 
States. It has secured the organization 
ci a G(xk1 Koad, Bureau in tbe Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and has succeeded 
in having planka indorsing good roads 
inserted in tbe platforms of both parties. 
Ita object ia to promote good road legis- 
lation in every State. The next National 

convention will be held at Bnil'alo, in 
September, and it is hoped that this will 
be the greateat good roeda meeting in 

the world. A State asteociation will be 
organized at the Louieville meeting, aLd 
delegates sent nom it to Hnttalo. 

Addresses on ei^od road.i will iic made 
by Mr. Henry Watter^ou and Ciov. Beck- 
ham, and by many others. Tbe meet- 
ings will take place in the open air where 
the road bui!ding is going on. 

Tbe convention is purely a State af- 
fair, and it will he followed by diatrict 
conventions later at Hopkinaville,Owene- 
boro and probably Henderaon.
